One  of  the  old-time  mariners  of 
Canada  has  gone  to  his  last  port  in 
the  death  of  Captain  John  W.  Butler, 
who,  for  many  years  past,  has  been 
among  the  most  popular  of  seafaring 
men  on  this  cOaat  Dnring  almost  a 
lifetime's  career  at  «iea  some  .15  years 
were  'pe^t  on  this  coast  and  since 
1908  np'  to!.-  cifbteen  months  ago  he 
had  been  a  pilot  in  local  waters.  A 
skilful  navigator,  one  of  the  seamen 
of  the  old  and  trifd  school  and  one 
who  inspired  oonfidetlce  wherever  he 
went,  there  have  not  been  many,  if 
any,  who  poaacssed  a  wider  knowl- 
edge of  the  waters  of  thr  North  Pa- 
cific Coast  than  the  late  Captain 
Butler.  Hia  death  severs  a  link  wHh 
the  past.  In  mannc  circles  up  and 
down  the  coast  he  will  be  deeply 
mourned  and  keen  sympathy  will  4>e 
extended  to  hi.s  siuMving  relatives. 


A  sidelight  on  the  immigration 
policy  which  Canada  has  pursued  in 
the  past  and  an  implied  warning  that 
nation -building  is  a  problem  in 
biology  is  contained  in  comment  of 
The  Calgary  Herald,  which  we  quote:

imity to  them.   The  result  Is  by  no 

means  Retirrally  satisf^rtory  Where 
alien  races  mix  in  large  communities 
those  with  lower  coltnrc  outlive  the 
higher.  The  moral  standard  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  race  in  Canada  ia  vast- 
ly different  to  that  of  nioit  European 
races,  communities  of  which  are  resi- 
dent in  Cannda.  C#n  we  say  with 
assnrance  that  in  proximity  to  these 
foreign  eomnnnities  our  moral  aland- 
ard  haa  not  lowered
